IAL BOARD IN OP-ED PAGE ARTICLE, CONCLUDES THAT "WITH

ROSENFELD WAS IN HARTFORD LAST TUESDAY WHEN PAUL WARNKE 
AND EUGENE ROSTOW SPOKE AT CONFERENCE ON "U.S. SECURITY AND 
SOVIET CHALLENGE." LISTENING TO ROSTOW, ROSENFELD SAID, 

"I FELT THAT SOME PART OF CASE AGAINST SALT TWO TRADES ON 
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GENERAL FEELING THAT ADMINISTRATION IS DOING POORLY, AND 
ANOTHER PART ON GENERAL APPREHENSION AND DISTATE FELT FOR 
SOVIET POLICY, INTERNATIONAL AND INTERNAL. SALT IS LODGED 
BETWEEN ADMINISTRATION'S INFIRMITIES AND KREMLIN'S INIQUI- 
TIES - HARDLY COMFORTABLE PLACE." HE SAID WARNKE "PRE- 
SENTED ARMS CONTROL AS POLICY OF PRUDENCE AND MODESTY, NOT 
OF IDEALISM OR GREAT EXPECTATIONS. HE STRESSED EXTENT TO 
WHICH SALT COULD SERVE SECURITY OBJECTIVES OF SORT MOST 
WHICH SALT COULD SERVE SECURITY OBJECTIVES OF SORT MOST 
OFTEN IDENTIFIED WITH PENTAGON. HE UNDERLINED CONCESSIONS 
RUSSIANS HAVE MADE, AND MILITARY, INTELLIGENCE AND

PROFOUNDLY WARY AND WARNKE CAUTIOUSLY CONFIDENT. THAT IS, 
POLITICALLY, SALT WILL RISE OR FALL NOT ON ITS TERMS BUT 
ON OVERALL SENSE OF HOW CARTER AND COUNTRY ARE COPING WITH 
SOVIET UNION." ROSENFELD SAID HARTFORD SESSION SUGGESTED 
THAT PRESENTATION OF SALT CAN MATTER. WARNKE, HE SAID, 
DEMONSTRATED THAT THERE IS AN EFFECTIVE WAY TO SELL SALT. 
ALTHOUGH WARNKE HAS TIME ONLY FOR LIMITED AMOUNT OF SALT 
SELLING, ROSENFELD SAID "HIS CAREFUL EXPERT APPROACH, 
RESPECTFUL OF PEOPLE'S DOUBTS AND ANXIETIES, CAN SURELY 
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BE CLONED."
